TREE PLANTING IN FRANCE. 


Sand Done* Converted Into T«ln- 


able Land With Pine*. 


The French thoroughly appreciate the 


advantages to be derived from systematic 
tree planting. Tracts of sand have been 
covered with pine forests, and the word 
lande, borrowed, as it is thought, from- 
the German, is losing 'its meaning of: 
'waste." Till a century ago a large 
portion of the forest of Fontaiueblenn 
consisted of bare sand hills, but the 
planting of pines was begun. A variety, 
capable of standing tho severest win- 
tors was o'ttideutly found, and millions" 
of trees now diffuse hoaltby and agree- 
ablo odors, besides furnishing timber 
for fuel. 


The decomposed fir needles, more- 


over, gradually form a crust of vegc-ta- 
blomolcl, permitting the growth of trees 
mid shrubs less ablo than: the piuo to 
live oil nir. 
Tho department of tho 


Lancloa, ODOO a barren region, with Kami 
so loose that people had to walk on 
stilts, is covered with pinos, and the 
problem of draining the subsoil has boon 
solved, as described in Edmcml About's 
story of "Mai tro Pierre." 


Tho losses by fire and anxiety to pro- 


duce something more remunerative than 
pi ue 
are 
now, 
however, 
inducing 


schemes of artificial fertilization. In. 
many French watering places dunes 
have been transformed in to woods,: thus 
holding out to seaside visitors tho at- 
traction of agreeable shade and a change 
from monotonous beach. Shifting sands 
have been prevented from extending in- 
land. In some oases dunes have been ac- 
quired by companies, which, after plant- 
ing them,- have cat them up into build- 
ing lots and have seen them dotted with 
villas. 


Elsewhere municipalities have taken 


up the matter, and in large operations 
the district or the department has pro- 
vided the funds.—London Times.

It should not be necessaiy for the 


Appeal, tho Enlcrpnte or any other 
paper to advocate a reduction of fares 
and freights if tho present rates are 
exorbitant on any railroad chartered 
by the State of Nevada, as it is the duty 
of the Legislature to make such re- 
ductions when the conditions warrant 
it in doing so. These roads are re- 
quired by law to make annual reports 
to tho Secretary of State. If their 
profits are more than they should, be 
the Legislature should reduce their 
rates. This it can do without memorial- 
izing Congress. An investigation will 
readily show what should be done in 
the premises. Bates should not be re- 
duced unless there is occasion for 
the reduction, and tho Legislature if 
disposed can readily ascertain if this 
occasion exists. Ten cents a mile is all 
that stage lines charged in flush times 
and railroads are supposed to furnish 
cheaper transportation than stage coin- 
puniea.
